The building, which will have 
the capacity to hold 1,055 stu- 
dents, will be welcoming 925 
sixth, seventh and eighth graders 
into its halls and classrooms 
when school begins again on 
Tuesday, August 29.

District Attorney’s file lawsuit 
Petition angers drug war enforcers 


TEWKSBURY - If passed, a 
new petition on the November 
ballot would dramatically change 
the face of drug law enforcement 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury 
and the entire state of 
Massachusetts. 

Would the changes be disas- 
trous or beneficial? As with 
many things in politics, it 
depends who you ask. 

Proponents of Ballot Initiative 
Petition P will tell you that their 
petition will reform the manner 
with which drug forfeiture is 
seized and drug dealers and users 
are tried. 

Robert Stewart is the paid 


coordinator for the petition’s 


Middlesex District Attorney 
Martha Coakley 


meeting the Board of Selectmen 
put the brakes on the policy. 

Such a move met the vehement 
requests of Timothy Flynn, who 
owns and operates Wilmington 
Taxi Services on Woburn Street. 
On April 10, Flynn approached 
the Selectmen and asked them to 
remove the “silly and outdated” 
residency requirement from the 
regulations. Flynn felt that the 
law was too unfair and constrict- 
ing, especially since other busi- 
ness owners and board members 
throughout town are not held to 
the same guideline. 

At the April 10 meeting, the 
Selectmen agreed with Flynn that 
the Taxi Cab Rules and 
Regulations, which were drafted 
in 1969, needed a look. Then- 
Chairman Robert J. Cain even 
suggested to Flynn that he attend 
the next board meeting with any 
other requests or criticisms that 
he might have in regards to the 
“rules and regs.” 

The last time that the “rules 
and regs” were amended was 
January 9, 1984. 

In the weeks between April 10 


and the Selectmen meeting that 
was held on May 22, the board 
members seemed to have under- 
gone a change of heart. Town 
Manager Michael Caira had 
drafted a new set of Taxi Cab 
Rules and Regulations, which the 
board reviewed. Selectmen 
Michael McCoy, Daniel Wandell 
and James Rooney all expressed 
sentiments in support of keeping 
the residency restrictions in the 
regulations. 

At that point, Caira’s new draft 
was sent to Town Counsel Alan 
Altman for a review of its 
Constitutionality. In a June 8 let- 
ter, Altman responded to Caira 
and said that any residency 
restrictions imposed by a Board 
of Selectmen would stand strong 
in the event of a Constitutional 
challenge. 

Given this assurance, the 
Board of Selectmen seemed 
poised to uphold the residency 
restrictions at its June 12 meeting 
until a baffled Tim Flynn asked to 
speak from the audience. 

Flynn was unable to attend the

campaign, which is called The 
Coalition for Fair Treatment. 
According to Stewart, the petition 
will bring balance to a currently

unequal ground. 

Authorities, however, want vot- 
ers to reject the initiative should 
it appear on their ballots in the 
fall. According to them, it breaks 
down as easily as this: If Petition 
P is enacted in the fall, it will 
allow drug dealers to evade crim- 
inal prosecution, deprive law 
enforcement officials of funds to 
investigate and prosecute drug

WILMINGTON - No surprise 


According to Gary Lipson, the 
On-Site Coordinator for the 
Environmental Protectior 
Agency, that’s the latest good 
news to come down from 
McDonald Road. Since June 5 
contractors from the — firm 
Woodard & Curran have been 
excavating the 55-gallon drums 
that have been buried at 
McDonald Road for the past 30 
years. 

We have already uncovered 


drums from what is hopefully the 
worst spot on the locations,” 
Lipson “We've been finding 
intact drums, and we've been 
pumping the chemicals out of the 
damaged drums into new ones 
and hauling them away. We've 
also been removing contaminated 
soil, as well.”

It seems that earlier estimates 
of approximately 100 buried 
drums were too high 

“We've just been finding bar 
rels with printing inks and old 


paints and solvents in them,” says 
Lipson 

An access road was created at 
the site, so that trucks carrying 
the drums away wouldn't be 


tracking back and forth through 
the driveway of a resident who 
lives adjacent to the location 
The road leads from the area sur 
rounding 79 McDonald Road to a 
point beyond the nearby woods. 
Only a few trees needed to be 
removed to help blaze the path.

The 
District Attorneys are posing the 
argument that Petition P violates 
several provisions in the state 
Constitution and is therefore 
unconstitutional 

Among those 
claimed by the Attorneys: 

* Petition P states that its pur 
pose is to assure that drug pro- 
grams are adequately funded and 
available to those who need them 
The Attorneys maintain that cer 
tain provisions in the petition. 
such as the decriminalization of 
drug distribution, have no rela 
tion whatsoever to such a stated 
purpose 

* Petition P overrides the leg 
islature’s appropriation of funds, 
redirecting such money from the 
authorities to drug treatment pro- 
grams. 

* Petition P could pave the 
way for the reversals of several 
judicial decisions. If the case of a 
convicted drug offender is under 
appeal, then the petition could 
play a role in reversing an earlier 
decision rendered against the 
criminal. 

* Petition P could increase the 
number of cases against drug 
dealers that can be dismissed 
because a three-strikes policy 
would only make it possible for 
prosecutors to move forward on a 
drug offender's third (read: first) 
offense. Given this, the petition 
would weaken the discretion pros- 


violations 


cerned by Petition P because it is 
very cleverly packaged to be 
attractive to people who feel very 
strongly about helping drug 
addicts seek rehabilitation.” 

Coakley feels that the petition 
preys on the idea that many peo- 
ple have that drug dealers are as 
addicted to drugs as their clien- 
tele. On the whole, dealers are in 
the narcotics business to make 
money, not feed their own habits 

Says Coakley, “We're all in 
favor of drug rehabilitation and 
making resources available for it, 
but this is not the way to do it.” 

Coakley states that judges are 
currently able to require convict- 
ed drug offenders to complete a 
drug rehabilitation program as 
part of their sentence. 

“However,” says Coakley, “If 
Petition P passes, then drug 
offenders are going to continue to 
take drugs and use the system.” 

As one would expect, the “P” 
in Petition P also does not stand 
for “popular” when it comes to 
law enforce throughout 
Wilmington and Tewksbury and 
bevond 

“I'm a tirm believer that more 
facilities should be made avail 
able for drug addicts who need 
help,” says Tewksbury Detective 
Lieutenant Dennis Peterson 

Drug dealers are a different con 
cept. though I strongly disagree 
with giving them an opportunity 
to go to rehab as an alternative to 
going to jail 

Sergeant Ray Mooney super 
vises the drug unit for the North 
Eastern Massachusetts — Law 
Enforcement’ Council (NEM 
LEC). He cites many of the 
aforementioned reasons for his 
strong opposition to the petition, 
but he also mentions another 
angle that might be of even more 
interest to the residents of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. 

“If we lose the forfeiture funds 
that we use to go undercover and 
buy drugs from dealers, then 
we're going to have to raise taxes 
in our communities,” says 
Mooney. “Do you think the towns- 
people want their taxes raised so 
that police officers can buy 
drugs’ This petition will knock 
the teeth out of law enforcement 
If it passes, then we're going to be 
in trouble.” 

Wilmington Police Inspector 
John Bossi states that every law

As a result of their thoughtful efforts, Thomas, Kuzdzal 
Whittemore and Moore will receive their Silver Award at a ceremony 
to be held at a fun campground in Old Orchard Beach in Maine in July. 

To receive their Silver Awards, the four scouts had to choose a com- 
munity service-oriented project and dedicate 30 hours of their time to 
it. The girls got the idea to work with the homeless families in Lowell 
from Moore, who discovered the shelter a few years ago when she vol- 
unteered to help out with a spaghetti dinner that was held at the 
Trahan School. When the dinner was finished, Moore discovered the 
shelter as the perfect place in which to bring the leftover spaghetti 

Says Moore, “All of the scouts in the troop have to complete a pro- 
ject to receive their Silver Award, and these four girls chose to work 
together as a group. As a result, more than 120 hours were dedicated 
to working with the shelter in Lowell.” 

First, the four girls had to solicit local businesses and companies to 
see if each of them would like to make donations to their cause. In 
October, they sent out requests to fifty companies. By March, only 
seven responded, two of them declining to participate in their project 

“That was disappointing to the girls,” admitted Moore. “They put a 
lot of time and effort and thought into this project.” 

The girls were, however, thrilled by the five businesses who enthu- 
siastically joined them on their crusade to help those in need. 
Walgreen's and DeMoula’s in Tewksbury, Dunkin Donuts and Building

WILMINGTON - The Conserva- 
tion Commission’s agenda was long 
and had a surprise emergency cer- 
tification just before adjournment 

Barry P. Fogel, the attorney 
Tepresenting Clarence Spinazola 
“éwner of Maple Meadow landfill, 
“fequested an Emergency Certifica- 
‘tion for proposed roadways through 
the wetlands in the landfill 
* Because the roadways will be 
constructed in the wetlands, certi- 
‘fication is required under the Wet-

€310 CMR 10.06). The Conservation 
Commission must be approached 
for authorization for the construc-

“The [Department of Environ- 
Wiéntal Protection] has been con- 
ducting an investigation at the 
UMaple Meadow landfill], actually 
atthe boundary of the landfill, over 
the past few months,” said Mr 
Fogel. “Their investigation included 
the area around McDonald Road 
and Rocco's Landfill in Tewksbury.” 

“The immediate issue is that the 
DEP wants to investigate the area 
in the wetlands around the perim- 
eter of the landfill,” Mr. Fogel said. 
He indicated that because the DEP 
found drums and debris in other 
areas in and around the landfill, 
they want to be sure there is no 
gontamination in the wetlands

A sediment 
barrier will be installed along the 
work area to prevent sediment from 
entering the drainage channel 
Also, any debris in the area of the 
drainage channel will be removed. 

“There will be no work within 
the wetlands area,” said Mr. Paquin 
“There will be no wetlands filling.” 
He said that the proposal is being 
filed with the Planning Board. 

The biggest concern of the Con- 
servation Commission is the vernal 
pool. The pool was damaged dur- 
ing the construction of PGA’s sewer 
extension project 

The Vernal pool has problems,” 
said Mr. Paquin. “The construc- 
tion of the sewer has created a leak 
inthe pool.” He said that the ground- 
water cannot be maintained natu- 

nd PGA has been using pumps 
»p the pool's inhabitants sus- 
tained for the past three years. 

“We need more resea said 
Mr. Paquin. “This is the first year 
we've been able to get information 
on where the leak is. We need more 


research to [fix it].” 

Mr. Paquin said that it has cost 
the owners about $50,000 to main- 
tain the pool and that they’ve hired 
a group to conduct the necessary 
research to correct the problem. 
He said that 9 suggestion was to 
line the bottom of the pool with 
clay, but that may not be the best 
approach. He also said that it would 
take the group about six weeks 
before a report is generated. 

Although PGA hoped for aspeedy 
closure to the public hearings for 
both issues, the Commission still 
had some outstanding issues to dis- 
cuss. 

“I think the amendment can be 
closed,” said John Keeley, Assis- 
tant Director of Planning and 
Conservaiton. “But it would be 
premature to close the [Notice of 
Intent].” The Commission needs a 
solution to the vernal pool and more 
information on the detention ba- 
sins. 

The meeting was continued until 
July 5th.

Double ‘Vision’ in 
Tewksbury 


“The house and craft store at 
the corner of East Street and 
Livingston will have new occu 
pants,” notes the “Tewksbury 
‘Town Crier.” 

“Ray Sansone, Director of 
Tewksbury Hospital commented 
on the introduction of a new pro- 
gram at the Tewksbury Hospital 
during the Board of Selectmen's 
meeting. 

“Vision House has been on 
the property since 1992-1993, It’s 
a daycare program primarily 
for adults who had traumatic 
brain injury. The amazing sta- 
tistic is that 90% of the people 
who had traumatic brain 
injuries are ambulatory, Mr. 
Sansone said. He indicated that 
only 10% end up in a paralyzed 
state where they can’t get 
around. 

“Mr. Sansone said that the 
concept of Vision House was to 
provide day care services, social 
services and a drop in center for 
both males and females who've 
had brain trauma. ‘They had a 
five year lease with the 
Hospital. We told them we 
wouldn’t charge them any rent 
if they made leasehold improve 
ments to the property, and they 
did,’ he said, 

“He said that there's been 
speculation about the amount of 
Money spent on the house. Mr. 
Sansone also said that there's 
been some discussion about the 
value of the property as a rental 
by the Commonwealth. ‘The 
Commonwealth requires that 
when you're leasing or renting 
the property you get the basic 
square foot utility maintenance 
costs, which is around $9 per 
square foot,’ he said. He said 
that by today’s standards, that 
fee is relatively inexpensive and 
that property would bring in 
around $80,000 rent per year. 

“The Department of Public 
Health made a commitment to a 
number of patients who were 
housed at the Middlesex Cour.ty 
Hospital who were afflicted with 
Huntington’s disease, Mr. 
Sansone said. He indicated that 
the plan was to bring that unit 
on the campus because the 
county hospital was closing and 
the corporation that purchased 
them was not going to treat that 
population. He also said that the 
Commissioner at that time, 
committed to providing a respite 
halfway house arrangement for 
the Huntington’s program...”

Arthur Kinsman, director of 
Government Affairs for AAA of 
Southern New England seemed 
to agree with the assessments 
by the local dealers.

means that someone will come 
out and pump your gasoline. It 
notes that it is different at every 
gas station but generally do not 
expect someone to wash your 
windshield or check your oil 
without being asked. 

Ironically, Kinsman said he 
has personally noticed that the 
lowest prices on gasoline are at 
the smaller full serve stations 
and he wondered aloud how the 
owners were paying their help. 

According to Kinsman, the 
AAA recommends that people 
can help to keep the gas prices 
low by shopping around and 
always “...patronizing the sta- 
tions that charge the lowest 
price.” 

He noted that some stations 
are still selling gasoline at the 
$1.55 per-gallon price for regu- 
lar. 

Another tip from Kinsman 
and the Triple A is for the driver 
to know the car and its gasoline 
requirements. He noted that 
very few vehicles require 93 
octane gasoline and that a lot 
more than what is thought can 
get by on 87 octane gasoline. 

According to the AAA web- 
site, “The record high fuel 
prices that are being charged in
